G.S.K. 197. -Iit pursuance of sub-paragraph (21 of 
paragraph 3 of the Sixth Schedule to the Central Secretariat 
Stenographers Service Rules, 1969, the Central Government 
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in the Department of Personnel and Administrative Reforms 
in the Cabinet Secretariat, in consultation with the Union 
Public Service Commission, hereby makes the following re- 
gulations, namely 

1. Short title and commencement.— ( 1 ) These regulations 
may be called the Central Secretariat Stenographers Service, 
Grade I (Limited Departmental Competitive Examination! 
Regulations, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the official gazette. 

2. Definitions. — ( 1 ) In these regulations, unless the context 
otherwise requires, — 

(a) “crucial date" means the first day of January of the 

year in which the examination is held ; 

(b) “examination” means a limited departmental compe- 

titive examination held by the Commission for 
making additions to the Select List for Grade I ; 

(c) “selection” means inclusion in the Select List for 

Grade f. 

(d) “Scheduled Castes” and “Scheduled Tribes” shall 

have tho same meanings as are assigned to them 
by clauses (24) and (25) respectively of article 366 
of the Constitution of India. 

(2) All other words and expressions used in these regu- 
lations and not defined herein but defined in the Central 
Secretariat Stenographers Service Rules, 1969, shall have the 
meanings respectively assigned to them in the said rules. 

3. Holding of the examination. — ( l ) The examination shall 
be conducted by the Commission in the manner notified by 
the Central Gover nment in the Department of Personnel and 
Administrative Reforms in tho Cabinet Secretariat from time 
to time. 

(2) The dates on which and the places at which the 
examination shall be held shall be fixed by the Commis- 
sion. 

4. Conditions of eligibility — -Any permanent or temporary 
officer of Grade II of the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ 
Service who, on the crucial date, satisfies the following con- 
ditions, shall be eligible to appear at the examination : — 

(1) Length of Service, — He should have rendered not 
less than five years’ of approved and continuous service in 
the Grade : 

Provided that any period of his absence on Military duties 
may be allowed to be counted towards the prescribed length 
of service in Grade II. 

(2) Age. — He should not be more than 45 years of age 
on the crucial date ; 

Provided that for the first two examinations, there shall 
be no upper age limit : 

Provided further that the upper age limit may be relaxed 
in respect of such categories of persons as may be notified 
in this behalf from time to time, by the Central Government 
in the Department of Personnel and Administrative Reforms 
to the extent notified in respect of each category. 

(3) Fees. — Subject to such exemptions or concessions or 
both, as may be notified in this behalf by the Central Gov- 
ernment in the Department of Personnel and Administrative 
Reforms in the Cabinet Secretariat from time to time, he 
shall pay tho fees prescribed by the Commission. 

Note. — Grade II officers who are on deputation to ex-cadre 
posts with the approval of the competent authority 
will be eligible to be admitted to tile examination, 
if otherwise eligible : 

Provided that it shall not apply to a Grade II officer who 
has been appointed to an ox-cadre post or to anothci Service 
on ‘transfer’ and does not have a lien in Grade II, 


5. Canvassing for candidature. — Any attempt on the part of 
a candidate to obtain support for his candidature by any 
means may be held by the Commission to disqualify him 
for admission to the examination. 

6. Decision ns to eligibility. — The decision of the Com- 
mission as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candidate for 
admission to the examination shall be final and no candidate 
to whom a certificate of admission has not been issued by 
the Commission shall be admitted to the examination. 

7. Results. — (1) The names of the candidates who arc 
considered by the Commission to be suitable for selection 
on the results of any examination held after the commence- 
ment of these regulations shall be arranged in the order of 
merit and subject to the provisions of sub-regulation (3) of 
regulation 8, they shall be recommended for selection in 
that order upto the required number. 

(2) The form and manner of communication of the 
results of the examination to the individual candidates shall 
be decided by the Commission in their discretion and the 
Commission shall not enter into any correspondence with 
individual candidates regarding the results. 

8. Selection.- — (1) Success in the examination confers no 
right to selection unless Government are satisfied, after such 
enquiry as may be considered necessary, that the candidate 
is eligible and sullable in all respects for selection ; 

Provided that the decision as to in eligibility for selection 
in the case of any candidate recommended for selection by 
the Commission shall be taken in consultation with the Com- 
mission, 

(2) Save as provided in sub-regulation (3) of this regu- 
lation, selection on the results of any examination held after 
the commencement of these regulations shall be made to the 
extent required, in the order of merit of the candidates re- 
commended by the Commission for selection, subject to 
reservations for the candidates belonging To the Scheduled 
Castes and the Scheduled Tribes In accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government in the Department 
of Personnel and Administrative Reforms in the Cabinet 
Secretariat in this behalf from time to time. 

(3) Candidates belonging to any of the Scheduled Castes 
and the Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent the number 
of vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes cannot be filled on the basis of the general standard, 
be recommended by the Commission by a relaxed standard 
to make up the deficiency in the reserved quota, subject to 
the fitness of these candidates for selection to the service 
irrespective of their ranks in the order of merit at the exa- 
mination. 

9 Penalty for Impersonation or other misconduct. A 

candidate who is or has been declared by the Commission 
guilty of impersonation or of submitting fabricated documents 
or documents which have been tampered with or of making 
statements which are incorrect or false or of suppressing

ance with the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time. 

4 Disqualification -No pci son, — 

(a) who has entered into or contiacted a matiiage with 

a person having a spouse living, oi 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has eilteicd into or 

contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment lo the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government, may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible undci (he personal law 
applicable to such person and the othei pailv to the mauingc 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any peison 
1'iom the operation of this rule. 

5 Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is 
of opinion that it is neccssaiy oi expedient so to do, it may, 
by ordci, foi leasons to be iceorded in writing, and in consul- 
tation with the Union Puhlic Service Commission, iela\ 
any of the piovisions of these rules with respect to an/ 
class of category of petsons. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in those rules shall eflccl resei Ca- 
tions and othei concessions required to be piovidcd for the 
Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other cntcgoiies of 
persons in accoi dance with the oideis issued by the Central 
Government fiom time to lime in this legurd.

5. Disqualifications.- — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 
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(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the above posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 


and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this r ule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in 
consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to 
any class or category of persons.

G.S.R. 220. — Tn exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc. — 

The method of recruitment to the said posts, ago limit, 
qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall 
be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of tho Schedule afore- 
said. 

5. Disqualifications. — -No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 

contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is pemissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are olher grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this Rule. 

6. Power fo relax.- -Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of 
the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 
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7. Saving : Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories Of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time In this regard.

Draft Rules

2. In the Industrial Disputes (Central) Rules, 1957, — 

(i) in rule 10B, —

following clause shall be inserted, namety 

“(e) allow amendments to such statement to the 
extent as may be necessary for the puiposc of 
determining the real issues included in the ordei 
of reference.’’;

4, Disqualifications.— No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or 

contracted a marriage with any person,
